UNIFORM.

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^ec.  2. — Each  member  on  his  enrolhneni 
shall  pay  whatever  amount  has  been  already 
paid  into  the  funds  on  account  of  the  uniform 
by  those  previously  enrolled.  Persons  enter- 
ing the  Company  after  the  uniform  has  been 
provided,  shall  either  pay  the  cost  of  a  new- 
uniform,  or  purchase  thatof  the  retiring  mem- 
ber whose  place  he  fills. 

Sec.  3. — When  a  member  leaves  the  Com- 
pany, upon  returning  his  uniform,  or  any  part 
thereof,  he  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  what- 
ever value  is  placed  upon  it  by  the  Financial 
Committee.  Any  member  leaving  the  Com- 
pany previous  to  the  uniform  being  procured, 
shall  be  entitled  to  receive  7.i  per  cent,  of  the 
money  paid  by  him  to  the  Clothing  Fund. 

Sec.  4>. — Any  member  leaving  the  Company 
after  the  uniform  has  been  procured,  but  be- 
fore it  has  been  wholly  paid  for,  shall  return 
it  to  the  Captain,  and  an  allowance  shall  be 
made  to  him  for  the  amount  paid  by  him  on 
account. 

Sec.  5. — Any  member  leaving  and  taking 
with  him  or  keeping  any  article  of  uniform  or 
equipment  which  has  not  been  wholly  paid 
for  by  him,  shall  render  himself  liable  to  be 
prosecuted,  as  in  the  case  of  taking  or  keeping 
the  arms  and  accoutrements. 


RULE    III. 

MEMBERSHIP.

Sec.  4. — The  character  and  standing  of  can- 
didates for  membership  who  may  not  be  per- 
sonally known  to  any  of  the  officers,  shall  be 
referred  to  the  Judicial  Committee  for  investi- 
gation, and  should  they  report  unfavorably,  the 
candidate  will  be  rejected.

RULE    IV. 

BUSINESS  MEETINGS. 

Sec.  1.— Ordinary  business  meetings  may  be 
held  after  any  drill,  or  when  called  by  the 
Captain. 

Sec.  2.— The  annual  business  meeting  shall 
be  held  on  the  1st  Monday  in  October,  when 
a  statement  of  the  Financial   affairs  of  the 
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Comj)any  will  be  niade,  and  the  Treasurer  and 
Secretary  chosen,  and  the  Committees  ap- 
pointed. 

Sec.  3. — At  all  business  meetings  the  Cap- 
tain, and  in  his  absence  the  Lieutenant  or 
Ensign,  will  take  the  chair,  and  no  legal  busi- 
ness connected  with  the  Company  can  be  done 
at  any  meeting,  unless  one  at  least,  of  the  offi- 
cers is  present.

COMMITTEES. 

Sec.  1. — Two  Committees,  the  Judicial  and 
Fniancial,  consisting  of  five  members  each, 
shall  be  appointed  annually,  the  officers  to  be 
members  ex-officio. 

Sec.  2. — The  duties  of  the  Judicial  Commit- 
tee shall  be  to  investigate  charges  that  may 
be  brought  against  any  member  of  the  Com- 
pany, and  to  inquire  into  the  character  of  per- 
sons desirous  of  joining  the  Company,  but  who 
may  not  be  personally  known  to  the  officers. 

Sec.  3. — The  duties  of  the  Financial  Com- 
mittee shall  be,  to  examine  all  accounts  against 
the  Company;  to  examine  the  Treasurer's 
books  previous  to  the  Annual  Meeting;  to  de- 
cide upon  the  value  of  Uniform  lefl  by  mem- 
bers  who  have  resigned  ;  and  to  make  arrange- 
ments for  the  purchase  of  clothing  and  other 
necessaries  for  the  Company. 


Sec.  4. — Each  Committee  shall  kce])  u  re- 
cord of  its  proceeding. 

RULE    VI. 

FUNDS. 

Sec.  1. —There  shall  be  a  Clothing  and  a 
Contingent  Fund. 

Sec.  2.— The  Clothing  Fund  shall  be  raised 
whenever  any  article  of  clothing  or  equip- 
ment is  required,  by  a  subscription  of  5s  per 
month,  from  each  member. 

Sec.  3. — The  payment  of  this  subscription 
shall  cease  whenever  a  sufficient  sum  is  in  the 
Fund  to  cover  the  amount  due  by  the  Com- 
pany. 

Sec.  4. — The  members  may  also  p'ace  the 
amount  of  pay  received  from  Government, 
into  this  fund. 

Sec.  5.— The  Contingent  Fund  shall  be 
raised  by  a  subscription  of  3s.  9d.  per  annum 
from  each  member.  The  Fines  also  shall  go 
to  this  Fund,  and  it  shall  be  applied  to  the 
payment  of  Rent  of  Drill  room,  payment  of  , 
Drill  instructor,  and  other  necessary  expenses,   i 

RULE    VIL 

DUTIES  OF  SECRETARY  AND  TREASURER. 

Sec.  l.—The  duties  of  the  Secretary  shall  be 
to  keep  the  minutes,  and  to  assist  the  officers 
m  notifying  the  members  of  business  meetings. 
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Sec.  2.— The  Treasurer  shall  have  charge 
of  the  Funds.  He  shall  collect  all  subscrip- 
tions and  pay  all  accounts  of  the  Company 
under  the  sanction  of  the  Captain  and  Fin- 
ance Committee,  and  render  a  correct  state- 
ment of  his  acconnts  at  the  Annual  Meeting. 
Any  amount  of  funds  over  Ten  Pounds,  shall 
be  placed  by  him  in  the  Savings  Bank,  in  the 
name  of  the  Captain,  Lieutenant  and  Treas 
urer,  all  of  whose  signatures  shall  be  necessary 
for  the  withdrawal  of  any  amount. 

RULE    VIII. 

FINES  AND  PENALTIES. 

Sec.  1. — Any  member  absenting  himself 
from  a  Private  Drill  or  Parade,  shall  be  fined 
4d.  for  the  first,  and  7^d.  for  each  consecutive 
time. 

Sec.  "2. — Any  member  absenting  himself 
from  a  Public  Drill  or  Parade  shall  incur  a  fine 
of  2s.  6d.  for  each  time. 

Sec.  3. — The  only  excuse  taken  for  absence 
will  be  sickness  or  on  leave. 

Sec.  4.— Any  member  absenting  himself 
from  town  for  a  week,  without  sending  notice 
to  the  Captain  of  said  absence,  shall  be  fined 
in  the  sura  of  6s. 

Sec.  5. — Any  member  appearing  at  a  Pri- 
vate Drill  or  Parade,  with  arms  or  accoutre- 
ments in  an  inefficient  state,  shall  incur  a  fine 
of2s.  6d. 
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Sec.  6. — Members  appearing  at  a  Public 
Parade  or  Drill  with  their  arms  or  accoutre- 
ments out  of  order,  shall  incur  the  fine  im^wsed 
by  the  Militia  Act. 

Sec  7. — Any  member  appearing  at  a  Parade 
or  Drill,  or  at  any  other  place,  in  Uniform, 
in  a  state  of  intoxication,  or  who  may^y  his 
conduct  bring  disgrace  upon  the  Company, 
shall  render  himself  liable  f     expulsion. 

Sec.  8. — When  a  member  nasbeen  expelled 
the  Company,  all  his  interest  in  the  funds  shall 
cease. 

RULE    IX. 

In  the  event  of  the  death  of  a  member,  the 
Company  will  be  notified  to  attend  the  Fune- 
ral, and  provided  the  relations  will  allow,  the 
deceased  will  be  buried  with  the  Military 
Honours  due  to  his  rank.

Frmii  "  An  Act  to  regulate  the  Militia  of  this 
Province,  and  to  repeal  the  Acta  now  in  force 
for  that  purposed— Cav.  17,  18  Vic. 

Volunteer  Companies  to  be  formed. 
Sec.  21.  The  Active  Militia  of  the  Province  in  time  of 
peace,  shall  consist  of  Volunteer  Troops  of  Cavalry  field 
Batteries,  foot  Companies  of  Artillery,  and  Companies  of 
Infantry  armed  as  Riflemen,  to  be  formed  at  places  to  be 
designated  by  the  Commander  in  Chief,  but  not  exceed- 
ing  m  the  whole  sixteen  Troops  of  Cavalry,  seven  field 
Batteries  of  Artillery,  five  foot  Companies  of  Artillery 
and  fifty  Companies  of  Riflemen:  the  total  of  such  Vol- 
unteer Corps  not  exceeding  five  thousand  Oflicers  and 
Men. 

Force  of  Volunteer  Companies,  respectively. 
Sec.  22.  Each  Volunteer  Troop  of  Cavalry,  Company 
of  Foot  Artillery,  or  Company  of  Riflemen,  shall  coiisist 
of  a  Captain,  a  Lieutenant,  a  Cornet,  Second  Lieutenant 
or  Ensign,  three  Serjeants,  three  Corporals,  a  Trumpeter 
or  Bugler,  and  not  exceeding-  forty-three  Privates,  except 
in  Companies  of  Riflemen  wherein  the  number  of  Pri- 
vates may  be  any  number  from  forty-three  to  seventy. 
fiTu  ;  and  each  Field  Battery  of  Artillery  shall  consist  of 
a  Captain,  two  first  Lieutenants,  a  Second  Lieutenant 
a  Sergeant  Major,  three  Serjeants,  three  Corporals,  three 
Bombardiers,  a  Trumpeter,  a  Farrier,  fifty-nine  Gunners

'6.  All  Volunteer  Companies  shall  be  formed  and 
may  be  disbanded  by  authority  of  the  Commander  in 
Chief,  as  may  in  his  opinion  best  tend  to  further  the  pur- 
poses of  this  Act  and  the  public  good, 

./Irms^  Sfc,  of  Volunteer  Companies 
Sec.  27.  The  arms  and  accoutrements  of  the  officers 
and  men  of  the  several  Volunteer  Companies,  shall  be 
such  as  the  Commander  in  Chief  shall  from  time  to  time 
direct,  but  of  the  best  and  most  serviceable  kind,  with- 
out unnecessary  ornament;   such  arms   and  accoutre- 
ments shall  be  furnished  to  the  non-commissioned  officers 
and  privates  of  the  said  Volunteer  Corps  at  the  expense 
of  the  Province,  but  shall  always  remain  Provincial  pro-

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gleet  of  the  person  having  charge  thereof,  in  which  last 
named  case  the^f  shall  be  renewed  or  repaired  by  sucii 
person,  or,  if  renewed  or  repaired  at  the  cost  of  the  Pro- 
vince, the  cost  may  be  recovered  from  such  person  as  a

By  whom  aiid  where  they  shall  be  kept. 

Sec.  29.  Tlie)  arras  and  accoutrements  of  non-com- 
missioned oificers  and  men  of  Volunteer  Companies  shall 
be  kept  by  them,  except  in  cases  where  the  Commander 
in  Chief  shall  direct  them  to  be  kept  in  Armouries,  as  he 
may  do';  in  which  case,  if  there  be  no  Public  Armoury 
in  which  he  shall  direct  them  to  be  kept,  the  Captain  of 
^  Company  shall  provide  a  proper  place,  and  may  be 
allowed  annually  a  sum  not  exceeding  five  pounds  for  so 
doing  and  for  taking  care  of  such  arms  and  accoutre- 
jnents.. 

Officers'  Arms. 

See.  30.  Commissioned  officers  of  the  paid  Companies 
shall  furnish  their  own  arms  and  accoutrements. 
Exemption  of  Arms,  Horses,  ^c.,from  seizure. 

Sec.  31.  The  Arms  and  Accoutrements  of  the  officers 
and  men  of  such  Volunteer  Companies,  and  the  Horses 
used  by  them  as  such,  shall  be  exempt  from  seizure  in 
execution  and  from  distress  and  assessment,  nor  shall 
any  such  horse  be  disposed  of  by  any  officer  or  man  with- 
out leave  of  the  Officer  Commanding  the  Company. 

Hou:  Volunteer  Companies  shall  be  drilled  and  exercised. 
Sec.  32.  The  Volunteer  JViilitia  Companies  shall  be 
drilled  and  exercised,  at  snoh  time  in  e«.ch  year  and  at 
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such  places  as  the  Commander  in  Chief  may  from  tim« 
to  time  appoint;  the  Volunteer  Field  Batteries  being  so 
drilled  and  exercised  during  twenty  days  in  each  year, 
of  which  twenty  days  ten  shall  be  continuous,  and  ths 
other  Volunteer  Corps  once  in  each  year  during  ten  con- 
tinuous days,  (Sundays  not  reckoned  in  either  case,)  and 
the  Companies  under  drill  being  encamped  during  the 
whole  or  any  part  of  the  period  for  drill,  if  the  Com- 
mander in  Chief  shall  see  fit. 

Adjutant  General  to  draw  up  code  of  instructions. 

Dec.  33.  The  Adjutant  General  shall  draw  up,  under 
the  direction  of  the  Commander  in  Chief,  a  code  of  In- 
struction, drill  and  exercise  for  the  said  Volunteer  Com- 
panies, based  on  that  in  use  in  her  Majesty's  Regular 
Army,  and  each  Commissioned  Oificer  of  a  Volunteer 
Company  shall  be,  furnished  with  a  copy,  and  shall  be 
governed  by  the  said  code  in  drilling-  and  exercising  the 
corps  to  which  he  belongs. 

Volunteers  to  be  paid  while  so  at  drill ;  and  at  what  rai^. 

Sec.  34.  For  each  day  on  which  they  shall  be  so  drilled, 
the  otficers  and  men  of  the  said  Volunteer  Companies 
shall  be  paid  by  the  Province  the  following  sums  :

and  a  further  sum  of  five  shillings  per  diem  for  each 
horse  actually  aad  necessarily  present  and  used  for  such 
drill,  whether  belonging  to  officers  or  to  privates. 
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Volunteers  may  ha  drilled  at  other  times  according  to  their 
articles  of  engagement. 

Sec.  35,  Nothing  heroin  contained  shall  be  construed 
to  prevent  any  such  Company  from  assembling  or  being 
ordered  out  by  the  Officer  Commanding  it  for  drill  or 
exercise,  without  receiring  any  pay  therefor  from  the 
Province,  according  to  any  articles  of  engagement  or  re- 
gulations of  such  Company,  previously  approved  by  the 
Commander  in  Chief;  and  any  such  articles,  in  so  far  as 
they  are  not  inconsistent  with  this  Act,  shall  be  enforced 
and  the  penalties  which  may  be  thereby  imposed  shall, 
whenever  they  are  incurred,  be  recoverable  m  the  man- 
ner hereinafter  mentioned,  by  the  person  or  officer  desig- 
nated for  that  purpose  in  such  articles,  to  such  uses  as 
may  be  therein  directed. 

Ammunition  for  practice. 

Sec.  36.  Sufficient  ammunition  for  practice  at  drill 
shall  be  supplied  to  the  Volunteer  Companies  at  the  ex- 
pense of  the  Province,  in  such  manner  as  the  Commander 
in  Chief  shall  direct. 

Pay  of  Serjeant  Major  of  Artillery  Companies. 
Sec.  37.  Each  Serjeant  Major  of  a  Volunteer  Field 
Battery  of  Artillery  shall,  on  account  of  the  great  re- 
sponsibility attached  to  the  office,  be  paid  by  the  Pro- 
vince at  the  rate  of  fifty  pounds  per  annum ;  and  compe- 
tent persons  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Commander  in 
Chief  to  drill  the  other  Volunteer  Companies,  and  shall 
be  paid  by  the  Province  seven  shillings  and  six  pence 
currency  per  diem,  when  so  enrployed. 
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J'olitntecrs  may  be  called  out  in  aid  of  the  Civil  power. 

Sec.  38.  The  said  Volunteer  Companies  shall  be  liable 
to  be  called  out  in  aid  of  the  ordinary  Civil  power  in  case 
of  riot  or  other  eniergoncy  requiring  such  services,  and 
shall  when  so  employed  receive  froui  the  Municipality  in 
which  their  services  shall  be  required,  the  rates  of  pay 
above  mentioned,  and  a  further  sum  of  two  shillings  and 
six  pence  per  man  per  diem  for  additional  expenses,  and 
shall  be  also  provided  with  proper  lodging  by  such  Muni- 
cipality; and  the  said  sums,  and  the  value  of  such  lodg- 
ing if  not  furnished  by  the  Municipality,  may  be  recover- 
ed from  it  by  the  Captain  of  the  Company,  in  his  own 
name,  and  when  received  or  recovered  shall  be  paid  over 
to  the  Officers  and  men  entitled  thereto. 

How  they  may  he  so  called  out,  and  their  duty  in  such  cases. 

Sec.  39.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Captain  or  Officer 
commanding  any  such  Volunteer  Company  to  call  out 
the  same,  or  such  portion  thereof  as  may  be  necessary, 
for  the  purpose  of  quelling  any  Riot,  when  thereunto 
required  in  writing  by  the  Mayor,  Warden,  or  other 
Head  of  the  Municipality  in  which  such  Riot  should  be, 
or  any  two  Magistrates  therein,  and  to  obey  such  instruc- 
tions aa  shall  be  lawfully  given  him  by  any  Magistrate 
in  regard  to  the  mode  of  quelling  such  Riot :  and  every 
Officer,  non-Commissioned  Officer  and  man  of  snch  Com- 
pany shall  on  every  such  occasion  obey  the  orders  of  his 
Commanding  Officer ;  and  tie  Officers  and  men  when  so 
called  out  shall,  without  any  further  or  other  appoint- 
ment, and  without  taking  any  oath  of  office,  be  Special 
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Constables,  and  may  and  sball  act  as  such  so  long  ad 
they  sball  remain  so  called  out. 

Exemptions  in  favor  of  Volunteers. 

Sec.  40.  Tbe  Officers,  non-Commisisioncd  Officers  and 
men  of  Volunteer  Companies,  sball,  while  tbcy  sball  con- 
tinue sucb,  be  exempt  from  serving  as  Jurors  or  Consta- 
bles ;  and  wbenever  tbey  sball  bave  served  as  sucb  in 
one  or  more  Volunteer  Companies  during  a  term  of 
seven  yea.s,  sucb  exemption  sball  continue  after  tbe  ex- 
piration of  tbe  said  term. 
Notice  to  be  given  before  leaving  any  Volunteer  Company. 

Sec.  41.  No  non-Commissioned  Officer  or  Man  of  any 
Volunteer  Company,  sball,  in  any  case,  unless  legally 
discbarged,  leave  tbe  same  witbout  giving  at  least  one 
month's  notice  in  writing  to  tbe  Commanding  Officer 
thereof  of  bis  intention  to  leave  tbe  same ;  nor  sball  be, 
at  any  time,  leave  tbe  same  contrary  to  the  engagement 
contained  in  any  articles  of  engagement  he  shall  bave 
frigned. 

Field  Officers  to  inspect  Volunteer  Companies. 

Sec.  42.  Tbe  several  Volunteer  Companies,  shall  be 
■ubject  to  inspection  from  time  to  time  by  Field  Officers 
to  be  appointed  by  the  Commander  in  Chief  for  that  pur- 
pose, one  for  Upper  and  one  for  Lower  Canada,  and  paid 
by  the  Province,  who  shall  report  fully  to  tbe  Governor 
<>^  the  state  of  such  corps  and  their  arms,  and  act  gene- 
ijally  according  to  the  instructions  they  shall  receive 
&om  tiie  Commander  in  chief,  and  shall  be  paid  by  the 
^4:QyincQ  at  the  rate  of  four  hundred  pounds  per  aanum 
•ach,  and  reimbursed  their  trayelling  expenses. 
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Commissions  by  whom  granted. 
Sec.  43.  All  Commissions  of  Officers  in  the  Provincial 
Militia  shall  be  granted  by  the  Commander  in  Chief  and 
during  pleasure. 

Nan- Commissioned  Officers. 

Sec.  44.  All  noii-Commissioned  Officers  in  the  Pro- 
vincial Militia,  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Officer  com- 
manding the  Battalion  to  wliich  they  belong,  except  in 
Volunteer  Companies  where  they  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  Captam  thereof,  and  shall  hold  their  rank  during 
pleasure. 

Officers  must  be  H.  M's.  subjects. 

Sec.  45.  No  person  shall  be  an  Oificer  of  Militia  unless 
he  be  one  of  Her  Majesty's  subjects  by  birth  or  uatural- 
ization,  and  shall  have  taken  the  oath  of  allegiance. 
Existing  Commissions  to  remain  until!  cancelled. 

Sec.  46.  Existing  Commissions  in  ihe  Provincial  Militia 
and  appointments  of  non-Coramissioned  Officers,  shall 
remain  in  force,  such  Commissions  being  subject  to  be 
cancelled  by  the  Commander  in  Chief,  and  such  appoint- 
ments by  the  Officer  Commanding  the  Battalion  :  but  no 
person  shall  be  bound  to  servo  in  the  Provincial  Militia 
in  a  lovrer  grade  than  he  has  once  held,  unless  he  shall 
have  resigned  his  commission  or  be  reduced  by  sentence 
or  order  of  some  lavrful  Court  or  authority,  nor  shall  any 
person  who  has  been  a  non-commissioned  Officer  in  Her 
Majesty's  Army,  be  bound  to  serve  in  the  MUitia  in  a 
lower  grade  than  he  has  held  in  the  Army,  unless  he 
hare  been  reduced  as  aforesaid. 
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Volunteer  Companies  may  be  embodied. 

Sec.  64.  Any  Volunteer  Companies  so  called  out  for 
actual  service,  may  be  embodied  into  Battalion3,  if  tho 
Commander  in  Chief  shall  think  fit  so  to  order. 

Disobeying  orders,  8(C. 

See.  90.  Any  Officer,  non-commissioned  Officer  or  Mi- 
itiaman,  who  shall  disobey  any  lawful  order  of  his  su- 
perior officer,  or  shall  be  guilty  of  any  insolent  or  diaor- 
derly  behaviour  towards  such  Officer,  shall  thereby  incur 
a  penalty  of  one  pound  five  shillings,  for  each  offence. 

Not  keeping  Jlrmn  in  proper  order. 

Sec.  91.  Any  Officer,  non-commissioned  Officer  or  Mi- 
litiaman, who  shall  fail  to  keep  any  arms  or  ac  outre- 
menta  delivered  or  entrusted  to  him  in  proper  order,  or 
shall  appear  at  drill,  parade,  or  on  any  other  occasion , 
with  his  arms  or  accoutrements  out  of  proper  order,  or 
unserviceable,  or  deficient  in  any  respect,  shall  incnr  a 
penalty  of  one  pound,  for  each  such  offence. 

Volunteers  refusi7ig  to  turn  out  in  aid  of  Civil  power. 

Sec.  94.  Any  Officer  or  Man  of  a  Volunteer  Militia 
Company  who,  when  such  Company  shall  be  lawfully 
called  upon  to  act  in  aid  of  the  Civil  powr,  shall  refuse 
or  neglect  to  go  out  with  such  Company,  or  to  obey  any 
lawful  order  of  his  Superior  Officer  or  of  any  Magistrate, 
shall  thereby  incur  a  penalty  of  five  pounds  for  each 
offence. 

Recovery  of  penalties. 

Sec.  99.  All  penalties  incurred  under  this  Act  or  under 
any  Regulations,  Oi'ders  or  Articles  of  Engagement  law- 
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fully  made  or  entered  into  under  it,  shall  be  recoverable, 
with  costs,  on  the  evidence  of  one  credible  Witness,  on 
complaint  or  information  before  one  Justice  of  the  Peace 
if  the  amount  do  not  exceed  five  pounds,  and  bef  )re  two 
Justices  of  the  Peace  if  the  amount  exceeds  that  sum; 
and  to  the  recovery  of  such  penalties  all  the  provisions 
of  any  Act  or  Acts  then  in  force  relative  to  the  perfor- 
mance of  the  duties  of  Justices  of  the  Peace  out  of  Ses- 
sioup,   ^^'i(h  respect  to  summary  convictions  and  orders, 
shall  apply  in  go  far  as  ?nay  not  be  inconsistent  with  this 
Act ;  and  any  Officer,  non-commissioned  Officer  or  private 
of  any   Volunteer  Alilitia  Company  shall  be  a  competent 
witness  in  any  such  case,  although  the  penalty  may  be 
applicable  to  the  purposes  of  such  Company. 

On  u'hose  complaint  penalties  mmj  he  sued  for. 
Sec.  100.  No  prosecution  sgainst  an  Officer  of  Militia 
for  any  penally  under  this  Act  shall  be  brought  except 
on  the  complaint  of  the  Adjutant  General  ;  and  no  such 
prosecution  against  any  non-rommissioned  officer  or  pri- 
vate of  the  Sedentary  MiUtia,  shall  be  brou-ht  except  on 
the  complaint  of  the  Commandincr  Officer  or  Adjutan*  of 
the  Battalion  or  Captain  of  the  Company  to  which  such 
non-commissioned  officer  or  private  shall  belong;  and  no 
such  prosecution  against  any  private  or  non-commission- 
ed officer  of  a  Volunteer  Companv,  shall  be  brought  ex- 
cept  on  complaint  of  the  Captain  or  Commanding  Officer 
thereof:  but  the  A.ljutant  General  may  authorize  any 
officer  of  Militia  to  make  such  complaint  in  his  name, 
and  the  authority  of  any  such  officer  alleging  himself  to 
have  been  so  authorized  to  make  any  complaint,  shall 
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not  be  controverted  or  called  in  question  except  by  the 
Adjutant  General. 

Limitation  of  time  for  such  proacrutions. 

Sec.  101.  No  such  prosecution  sliuU  be  commenced 
after  the  expiration  of  six  months  from  the  commission  of 
the  offence  charged,  unless  it  be  for  unlawfully  buying, 
selling  or  having  in  possession  arms  or  accoutrementi 
delivered  to  the  Militia. 

Application  of  penalties. 

Sec.  102.  The  penalty  when  recovered  shall,  if  the  of- 
fender belong  to  the  Active  or  Volunteer  Militia,  be  paid 
over  to  the  officer  commanding  the  Company,  for  the 
purposes  thereof,  and  ,«!iall  be  applied  by  him  to  such 
purposes  and  accounted  for  by  him  to  the  Adjutant  Gen- 
eral ;  and  if  the  offender  belong  to  the  Sedentary  Militia, 
then  the  same  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  Assistant  Adju- 
tant General,  who  shall  account  for  and  pay  it  over  to 
the  Receiver  General  for  the  public  uses  of  the  Province, 
and  it  shall  make  part  of  the  Consolidated  Revenue 
Fund. 

Evidence  of  Commissions,  Warrants,  ifc. 

Sec.  106.  The  production  of  a  Commission  or  ropoint- 
ment,  warrant  or  ord(.>  in  writing,  purporUni,'  u>  be 
granted  or  made  according  to  the  provisi  '^  *^:  itct, 
Bball  be  jirima  facie  evidence  of  such  commission  or  ap- 
pointment, warrant  or  order,  without  proving  the  signa- 
ture or  seal  thereto,  or  the  authority  of  the  person  grant- 
to/?  or  making  such  commission,  appointment,  warrant
